Student council changed 
hands for the third time 
this year when Allan Comp 
assumed the role of ASB 
president Tuesday follow- 
ing the abrupt resignation 
of Gary Bridge last week. 

Comp appointed Fred 
Kinner ASB vice-president, 
and Bob Taylor as commis- 
sioner of special activities, 
filling the post vacated by the 
resignation of Carl Bryant. 

John Hardy was. declared 
Associated Men Students presi- 
dent, automatically filling the 
vacancy left by the resignation of 
Dave Distel. 

Sophomore president Dan 
Weaver said Hardy should re- 
ceive a two-thirds approval from 
council in accordance with the 
Constitution. 


Weaver Challenges 


Weaver referred to Article III, 
section 3, which states that 
“should a vacancy occur in any 
other office, the president will 
appoint an officer with the ap- 
proval of the two-thirds of the 
council.”’ 

President Comp _ proceeded 
with the vote as a formality. 
Hardy received the unanimous 
approval from council, but par- 
liamentary procedure instructor 
Miss Mary Daugherty warned

council they were setting a “‘dan- 
gerous precedent.” 

Comp said that Hardy immed- 
iately became AMS president be- 
cause he was vice-president. This 
was done in accordance with the 
AMS constitution, and as a re- 
sult, council didn’t have to fill a 
vacancy. 

Hardy announced other AMS 
officers as Gary Lycan, vice- 
president, Jerry Jacobsen, secre- 
tary, Walt Grabe, treasurer, and 
Larry Niendorf, sophomore rep- 
resentative. A freshman repre- 
sentive will be selected at the 
next scheduled AMS meeting. 

Moore Named Prosecutor 


Mary Ellen Moore was named 
prosecutor of the Student-Fac- 
ulty Review Board, replacing 
Comp who could no longer serve 
in that capacity. 

Bill Neessen was selected a 
member of SFRB, replacing Tay- 
lor. Comp retained his post as 
chairman of the high school con- 
tact committee. 

Appointed budget committee 
members were Comp, Weaver, 
Mike Conklin, Ed Rodevich, and 
instructors Lloyd Hamilton, Wil- 
liam Corser, and Miss Isabelle 
Rellstab. 

Miss Moore was also appointed 
chairman of the constitutional re- 
vision committee, succeeding 
Bryant. Miss Daugherty was nam- 
ed adviser.

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Saints, said “‘Wilhelm is a great 
coach, who has the respect of all 
his players. He should do a good 
job because he has good material 
coming back.”’ 


Although Wilhelm fills the 
position left vacant by departing 
Bob Boyd, the basic attack the 
former mentor employed will re- 
main the same. Wilhelm said 
“We will use almost the same 
style of play, offensively and de- 
fensively, as before.

In 12 days, SAC students will 
determine by their votes, or lack 
of votes, the 1963-64 student 
government. It is the aim of this 
campus politics series to spotlight 
the offices up for re-election and 
air the opinions of Dons who 
have held those offices. 

TREASURER 

Sophomore Ed Rodevich is the 
current ASB treasurer. He is in 
charge of all associated student 
body card sales, must approve all 
purchase orders of the Associated 
Students, present a monthly re- 
port to student council, chair the 
budget committee, and be in 
charge of ticket sales at all ASB 
sponsored functions. 

Candidates for treasurer must 
be business administration stu- 
dents or must have the written 
recommendation of business man- 
ager Lloyd Hamilton. 

SOPHOMORE PRESIDENT 

Danny Weaver, sophomore 
president and candidate for ASB 
president, feels ‘there should be 
an increased effort to unite the 
sophomore class as an organiza- 
tion on campus.” 

Weaver expressed disappoint- 
ment at a change in the sopho- 
more class constitution which de- 
lays the election of a new presi- 
dent until next fall. 

“It puts a real hardship on 
the new president, for it doesn’t 
give him the opportunity to co- 
ordinate class-sponsored events 


. during the summer.” 


He cited the hello dance, stu- 
dent directory, student opinion 


poll and rec nites as successful 
activities during his tenure. He 
hopes to plan a reception for 
graduating sophomores as a final 
class project this year.

Nanci Page, AWS president, 
serves as chairman of the AWS 
cabinet and represents the views 
of the women students on cam- 
pus.

with a third proposal still 
under consideration in the 
Assembly. 


Both bills, one passed by 
the Assembly and the other 
by the Senate, still require 
approval of the other House and 
Gov. Brown before they will be- 
come law. 

Assemblymen approved last 
Friday a measure that sets a 
minimum $250 tuition fee for 
non-resident junior college stu- 
dents. : 

Introduced by Houston I. 
Flournoy (R-Claremont), the 
bill (AB 1983) was one of three 
recommendations urged by the 
legislator for adoption. 


Alternate measures’ would 
have required all students who 
have an Associate in Arts degree 
(or an equivalent of units) to 
pay a $5 fee for each course 
unit, or a $10 fee per semester 
for all full time students. 


Senate Proposal 


State senators passed on 
April 17 a bill (SB 647) which 
would require tuition fees for 
out-of-state students attending 
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Legislators Approve Two 
JC Out-of-State Tuition Bills 
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California junior colleges. 


Sen. Walter Stiern (D-Bakers- .' 


field) proposed that tuition fees 
be calculated by determining the 
average operational costs for 
each student. 


Assemblyman John Collier (R- 
Los Angeles) has introduced a 
bill that would require a post- 
paid tuition system for students 
at state colleges and the Univer- 
sity of California. Payment of 
junior colleges for instructing 
certain types of students is also 
included in the proposal. 


Bill Scheduled 
Consideration of this bill be- 
gan April 27 before the Assembly 
Education Committee, where it 
still appears to be under debate. 


Brown openly advocated 
out-of-state J.C. tuitions in Feb- 
ruary when he told a California 
Newspaper Publishers Associa- 
tion press conference that out-of- 
staters should pay since their 
parents are not supporting state 
junior colleges through taxes. 


Dr. John E. Johnson, SAC 
president, estimates that the 
average cost to a SAC student is 
about $88 per year because there 
is no tuition fee.
